A. dozm 
years ago, before he was well known, he

cargo. Lipton was an 'interested spec- 
tator of the preparations for lightening 
the ship.

Hotr It Should Be Done to Produce * 


Royal Dl«h. 


It would bo hard to find a oook too 


modest to claim a knowledge of mush- 
making, yot how many, even Among ex- 
perienced housekeepers, make good mush? 
Boiling vrater, cornmeal and salt—what 
simpler than to put them together and 
cook them? Yet mush of indifferent meal 
properly made may be better than that 
made of the beet meal wrongly handled. 
The water must be freshly boiled and salt- 
ed, and all the meal as it goes in must en- 
counter the same $ercely boiling temper- 
ature, to burst the starch cells, as direct 
heat "pops" corn. 


Therefore making mush takes time, for 


tho meal must be added so slowly as not 
to stop the boiling as well as to avoid 
lumps. A thick iron pot, porcelain lined, 
is tho best thing to cook it in, and a 
wooden spoon or paddle should be used 
for the stirring. Sprinkle the meal in 
alowly with the left hand while stirring 
with the right. 
The proportions of tha 


ingredients will vary with the quality of 
the meal or its character (whether crushed 
or out), but an average rule would be four 
quarts of water, one quart of meal and 
two tablespoonfuls of salt. 


When all the meal has been smoothly 


stirred in, cover tho pot closely and stand 
it where it will give an occasional bubble 
for three or four hours, or for half a day. 
Do not disturb the surface, as stirring per- 
mits the "extractives" or flavors to escape. 
Mush made of good meal by the abov* 
method and served with rich cream is a 
royal dish.—Ella Morris Kretscbmar in 
Woman's Home Companion.

the arm and head with stones.

HOLIDAYS IN MANILA. 


At One Time There Were Orer Forty In 


Every Tear. 


Manila loves holidays. At one time 


there were over 40 in each year. The num- 
ber has been sadly diminished, though 
there are still 13 left, I understand- Each 
pueblo has its saint, and on that saint's 
day the inhabitants j?ive themselves over, 
as they do on the great holidays of the 
church, to music, fireworks, cockfjghiing, 
processions, etc. 


• Almost all these processions took place 


at night, and the effect was most pictur- 
esque. There would bo a >ine of marchers, 
men, women and children, walking in 
single file on each side ot the street, every 
one with a lighted candle in his hand. Of- 
ten there would be thousands of people 
walking in these processions, and ::11 the 
while it was moving ti-ns of thousands of 
rockets and bombs would be fired. 
These 


rockets and bombs are homemade. The 
rockets consist only of a joint of bamlwo 
filled with powder, exploding with great 
noise, but with little light. The bombs 
are simply a handful of powder tightly 
wrapped with hemp. They cost a mere 
trifle, but make a great noise, and no fiesta 
is complete without plenty of them. • 


The most curious procession is partici- 


pated in only by natives and the poorer 
mestizos. 
It takes place, if I remember 


rightly, during holy week and is a high 
solemnity. Every one walking in the pro- 
cession is robed in his grave clothes. The 
garment is a long, loose gray robe with a 
hood, and , it comes to the ground. 
The 


effect is very strange, and as the people go 
they repeat continually, "Santa Marin, 
Madre de Dios, ora pro nobis!" It may

What k Knot Is. 


Probably there is no nautical terrr more 


frequently used than the word "knot." 
The word is synonymous with the nautical 
mile, or 6,080.27 feet, while, as everyone 
knows, the geographical mile is 5,280 feet. 
This would make the knot equal to 1 15- 
100 of geographical miles, and therefore, in 
order to compare the speed of a. boat ex- 
pressed in knots with a railroad train, it is 
necessary to multiply tho speed in knots 
by 1 15-100. 


Another point to bo remembered is that, 


speed means a distanco traveled in unit 
time, so when one speaks of n boat having 
a. speed of 20 knots it is nut, necessary or 
proper to add per hour, as the word itself 
when employed as a unit of spee&,signif!es 
nautical miles per hour. A cruiser that 
makes 21 knots travels 24.15 geographical 
miles per hour.—Philadelphia Record.

SHOT IN BATTLE 


The Surprising; Manner In Which Wounds 


Affect Different Men. 


"I have been reading some stories about 


wounded men," said a doctor who had been 


hospital btoward in the civil war to a re- 


porter, ' 'and many of them arc interesting. 
One of the strangest cases I saw was at 
the battle of Corinth. It, was just after 
the Confederates had inude a terrible 
charge. I began to load up an ambulance 
with the wounded, taking those that seem- 
ed to need the most immediate care. Tho 
hospital was about half a mile away. 
"Just when I was about to start tho 


ambulance nn orderly sergeant asked me 
to take him in. I asked if he was wound- 
ed, and ho said ho was. I never saw such 


ghastly face on any man, and after he 


had spoken he seemed to lose all conscious- 
ness of whore he was. Wo put him in and 
started. One man, a largo, fine looking 
fellow<that I Know well ami ivho had al- 
ways been quiet aud reserved, kept up a 
constant chattering. He had been shot in 
the breast. Ho was almost hysterical, and 
1 could not quiet him. When we reached 
the hospital, he called out to the surgeon, 
a very dignified man: 'Hello, doc! AVa 
licked 'ein ! Gee whiz, but wo made them 
fly!' Ho kept that, up until they had him 
under chloroform, when they found that a 
bullet had gone clean through his lx>dy. 
Tho doctors had no hope of his recovery, 
but he did recover. 


"But, my greatest surprise was when 1 


went to take out the orderly sergeant. Ho 
was dead. Wo examined his body and 
found that ho had only a blight flesh 
wound in the thigh. It had bled very lit- 
tle and the surgeons did not, think he died 
from heart disease. But there it was—a 
man with a flesh wound dead and ft man 
with a bullet hole clean through him alive 
and chattering like an excited school- 
girl."— Wnshingion Post.

The native method of smoking it. peculiar.

The 
bowl is then taken off, the stem is inserted 
in a bowl of water and the water is buc-kuti 
through it and swallowed also.

coines the tug of war. The man who can 
hold out longest without coughing is con- 
sidered a hero. After a short time the 
smoker will convulsively cough for 15 or 
20 minutes and one can quite understand 
why the Kaffir is not allowed out to buy 
tobacco. In the case of the traveler who 
gives theso details the mine manager 
asked him to cease bartering the vile stuff 
for native trinkets; otherwise the whole 
relay would be unfit to go down when 
its time came. 


The Kaffir usually returns home after 


six months or a year at the mines and is 
considered a rich man. He buys t-n o or 
more wives and takes his ease while they 
do all the work.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

Frnlta Canned at Homo. 


It is said the American stomach has tin- 


-versally suffered from the use of canned 
goods. This, of course, applies only to 
bought goods which contain some chem- 
ical to preserve them. Peas, beans and 
tomatoes are treated to preserve their col- 
or, and with the exception of tomatoes all 
vegetables, it is said, contain something to 
prevent fermentation. Fruits, being with- 
out starch, keep more easily than vegeta 
bles, but many are variously treated to in- 
sure their fair appearance as commercial 
articles. ^Nearly all fruits and some vege- 
tables are easily canned' for winter use, 
and if a housekeeper once supplies her 
trw a storeroom bought goods will -never 
after have an attraction tor her. 


It is a mystery why we use bought can- 


ned tomatoes when we are so often warned 
against their injurious effects and when 
home canned ones are so much better, al- 
together wholesome, so easily prepared 
and keep so well. Perhaps it is because of 
an impression that the bought ones at 9 
or 10 cents a can arc cheaper. This is 
not the case. The first cost of quart jars 
at retail as 40 cents a dozen. Tomatoes at 
the height of their season can be bought, 
even in cities, at 25 or even 20 cents a 
bushel. So, even the first season a quart 
jar would not cost 10 cents, and after that 
the cost of the jars can be subtracted, 
making the cost of the canned vegetable 
nominal.—Ella Morris Kretschmar in 
Woman's Home Companion.
